BY GIRL 


YOUTHFUL UPLANDER IS 
GHARGED WITH SE- 
RIOUS OFFENSE 





Cucamonga Man Is Also Taken 
Into Custody on Complaint 
of Father of 16-Year-Old 
‘Ontario Girl 





Jesse Carroll, 17-yearold youth 
of Upland, known to most resi- 
dents as “Tex,” and Nelson O’Con- 
nell, 26, of Cucamonga, were ar- 
rested here yesterday on charges 
made by J. FY Raymond, Ontario 
filing station owner, who accuses 
them of criminal relations with 
his 1€-yearold daughter, Char 
lotte Raymond. 

On account of his youth, Carroll 
‘was turned over to the juvenile 
court authorities when he was 
taken before Judge George R. 
Holbrook in Ontario. At his ar 
raignment, O’Connell’s bail was 
fixed at $2,000. 

O’Connell and Carroll were nam- 
ed by the girl as ‘her attackers 
after she had been taken into cus- 
tody a week ago by Probation 
Officer George Larmore. She was 
found in a home north of the city, 
where. she was posing as an 
orphan, without a home and un- 
employed. A motherly woman 
had taken the girl-in her home 
af the request of her young 
nephew who represented that the 
girl was homeless. 

Tells Matron Her Story 

Questioned for an hour, Char- 
lotte told her story to Mrs. O. E. 
Bigelow, matron at the detention 
home. 

She declared, according to Dep- 
uty District Attorney C. O. Thomp- 
son, who investigated her story 
with Probation Officer Larmore, 
that she ran away from her home 
in Ontario on Sept. 26. At that 
time her father asked officers to 
aid in a search for the girl. For 
weeks no trace of the girl was 
found. 

She had been attacked by Car- 
roll, with whom she had had a 
love affair, Charlotte said. Hiding 
her secret, she left home and met 
Nelson O’Connell in Upland: He 
took her to a relative’s home in 
Cucamonga, she said, where she 
lived until Oct. 9. She named 
Nelson as a betrayer, but said he 
purchased drugs for her. 

Says Youth Gave Her Drugs 

In taking the drugs, she became 
critically ‘ill, the girlstold the au- 
thorities, they said yesterday. 

She consented to pose as Ethel 
Stevenson, a sister of O’Connell’s, 
she said, and came to the General 
Hospital on Oct. 12. At the hos- 


| pital the girl said she and O’Con- 


nell told a story of a wronged 
girl and a brother’s desire to help 
her. q 

When she entered the hospital, 
the girl was in a serious condition, 
the investigation by the deputy 
district attorney revealed.  Spr- 


geons, fearing the girl would die | 


from the effect of the self-admin- 


tion after théy had treated her 
for 24 hours. 
Hides in Home Near San Berdoo 

On Oct. 18, the girl left the hos- 
pital with O'Connell, she admitted. 
She then met a youth of San Ber- 
nardino, whese name is withheld, 
ard he introduced her to his aunt, 
who took her into her home, 
where she lived until Probation 
Officer -Larmore learned of her 
whereabouts, she said. 

The girl at first denied her iden- 


i+ity, but later tearfully confessed 


she was Charlotte Raymond and 
not Ethel Stevenson, the probation 
officer said. Her story led to the 
complaints ‘being issued against 

’Connell and Carroll. 

The girl’s parents were notifed 
by the probation officer and the 
sirl taken to the detention home, 
where she is-being held as a wit- 
ness against the two youths. 

Investigates Act of Surgeons 

Deputy District Attorney Thomp- 
son personally investigated rec- 
ords at the hospital, he said, to 


' substantiate the girl’s lurid story. 


He said that the hospital records 
showed the date of her entrance 
to the hospital as “Ethel Steven- 
son” and a record of the operation. 
“J am convinced,” said the pros- 
ecutor, “that the surgeons at the 
hospital did everything that hu- 
man agehcies would dictate to 
prevent the oporation;.but it was 
a question of saving her life.” 
The prosecutor personally went 
to Ontario yesterday to secure the

RANCHER FIGHTING 
BANK DIRECTORS 


Contesting the attempt of the 
directors of the defunct Farmers 
& Merchants State Bank of Chino 
to foreclose a $5,000 promissory 
note, S. J. Ulrey, a Chino ranch- 
er, who is reported to have lost 
nearly $60,000 in the stock swindle 
that caused the collapse of the 
bank, is in the superior court. 

Before a jury, Ulrey is resisting 
the suit by the bank directors, 
filed in the name of John Frank- 
lin Johnson, state bank examiner. 
Two of Ulrey’s $5,000 notes were 
accepted by the bank after the 
rancher was swindled, he claims, 
by Charles F. Carrere and C. J. 
Little, two of, the defrauders later 
indicted by a federal grand jury 
on stock swindling charges. 

Loss Reported at $275,000 

Ulrey refuses to pay the note, 
alleging that it was issued without 
his receiving any value whatever 
and that he signed the note 
through fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tions of the stock swindlers. The 
$5,000 note is one of the score 
that the bank accepted, later caus- 
ing its Inancial downfall when the 
swindle became known. It shas 
been reported that the swindle in 
the Chino district brought losses 
of nearly $275,000. 

Stock Found Worthless 

Ulrey issued two $5,000 notes, 
it is admitted by his attorneys, to 
purchase stock in the Southwest 
Mortgage Company at $50 per 
share, which the salesmen pledged 
themselves to resell six months 
later at $75 per share. None of 
the stock was of value, it later. 
developed, according to Ulrey’s 
statement in the answer to the 
bank’s suit. 

The case may be concluded to- 
day.

for Ulrey are Attorneys M. 0O. 
Hert and Ford, Bodkin & Her- 
lichey of Los Angeles.

Inyo Ranchers and Direct Action ~ 


IRECT action to seeure the redress of fancied wrongs 48 
never justified. That is true of the present contest be- 
tween the Inyo ranchers and the City of Los Angeles. 
The latter has .an established and legal right ‘to the 
water of the Los Angeles’ aqueduct. The only proper manner 
in which to prevent its wse of that water is through.judicial 
or legislative action. : 

The Inyo people felt aggrieved, and had a right to feel 
so, when Congress passed the legislation that made it possible 
for Los Angeles to take. water that they had a right to feel 
belonged to them. But since it was done by regular legal 
process, it will be possible to return it or a part of it, only by 
the same sort of means, 

When the Inyo ranchers refuse to accept the legal service 
of properly exechted papers, they place themselves outside the 
law. They prejudice their case and make it more difficult in 
the future to secure the. justice that they feel is coming to 
them and might be accorded to them by Los Angeles: under 
proper auspices. 

The building of a great city with a million population, or 
thereabouts, is something that also has some consideration com- 
ing to it. Hundreds of thousands of people have come to that 
city to make their homes with expectation that it will furnish 
them sufficient water to drink and for all of the other do- 
mestie purposes so essential to life and pursuit of happiness. 

The severest criticism that may be directed toward Los 
Angeles lies in the fact that it apparently incorporated im- 
mense areas of agricultural lands within its boundaries, after 
the Owens River water had been secured, so that it might be 
used in that territory legally. That develops the fact that 
the water primarily belonged to farming land at its source 
and was diverted to Fands inside, the city limits of Los An- 
veles for similar purposes and not for the domestic tife of 
the people there. .

|PROBE OF FOREST 


FIRES UNDER WAY 
BY REVIEW BOARD 


The following article taken from 
Thursday’s Pomona Progress, will 
be of much’ interest to local peo- 
ple, as it deals with an investiga- 
tion into the handling of the fire 
which did so much damage in 
San Gabriel ‘Canyon ,in the early 
fall: 


Considerable friction between 


Federal Forest Service operators 
in the Angelus Forest region and 
County Forester Flintham’s de- 
partment in handling the San Gab- 


riel Canyon fire last September re- 
sulted in hampefing the work of 
combating the blaze testimony re- 
vealed before the Board .of Fire 
Review, gitting in, the Federal 
Building, Los: Angeles, according 
to information circulated follow- 
ing Wednesday’s session, @ 

The probe proceedings are clos- 
ed to the public but many repre- 
sentatives of the local district 
were on hand following wholesale 
requests for reports of conditions 
during the fire made by the Fed- 
eral authorities prior to the con- 
vening of the board. 

A thorough investigation of con- 
flicting charges as to’ inefficiency 
in both the Federal and county 
forces is promised by the board. 

BE. A. Sherman, associate forest- 
er of the U. S. Forest Service, 
presided at Wednesday's session 
of the board. H. S. Gilman of 
the San Dimas Water Company; 
William Starke, manager of ‘the 
San Bernardino Water, Company; 
F. C. W. Pooler, district forester 
from Albuquerque, N. M., and 
Major E. W. Kelley, federal fire 
inspector from Washington, com- 
pose the board. 

Many local residents are cited 
to appear before the board for 
testimony, among whom Secretary 
J. M. Paige of the local Chamber 
of Commerce, a deputy fire war- 
den, is prominently mentioned. 

The hearing Wednesday was 
given over to the taking of tesi- 
mony on the San Gabriel Canyon 
blaze by officers of the Los An- 
geles County fire prevention or- 
ganizations. 

The asserted inadequacy of the 
present fire laws to deal effective- 
ly with offenders who through acts 
of pure carelessness cause such 
destructive and expensive holo- 
causts was brought to the atten- 
tion of the board by testimony 
Wednesday. Several witnesses 
‘expressed t hemselves as, very 
muéeh out of sympathy with the 
comparatively light punishment 
that has been meted out to per- 
sons convicted of starting the 
more serious fires that have ~re- 
cently raged through the moun- 
tain areas near Los Angeles. 

Officials of the board of ‘re- 
view were appointed by Chief For- 
ester W. B. Greeley of the United 
States Forest Service following a 
conference with Congressman 
Lineberger and Fredericks and 
representatives of communities 
throughout the region held short- 
ly after the fire. 

The federal inauiry is being held 
concurrently with meetings of the 
California Conservation Associa- 
tion now holding sessions in Los 
Angeles. 

The association urges that the 
poard of supervisors join with 
state and federal agencies in fin- 
ancing a gridiron system of fire 
breaks which would cover the en- 
tire San Gabriel and Angelus For- 
est watersheds. Their plan will 
also be submitted to the federal 
poard this week. 

Testimony heard by the associa- 
tion Wednesday confirmed the 
original report that $300,000 had 
been spent in fighting the San 
Gabriel Canyon fire and that 50,- 
900 acres had been burned over 
despite this expenditure. This 
amount, association officials sub- 
mit, would pay for an effective 
fire break system. 

As a result of the information 

gathered by the Conservation As- 
sociation, Federal Supervisor R. 
HW. Chariton is understood to have 
been submitted to a rigid exam- 
ination by the Federal board. Dis- 
organization and lack of co-ordin- 
ated effort are blamed for the big 
expenditure and the failure on 
the part of the 5,000 or more 
fighters to more quickly subdue 
the blaze.

Four blasts,, two of . medium 
length and two short, is a warn- 
ing that the locomotive is ap- 
proaching a public grade crossing, 
and is the engineer’s way of say- 
ing “Look out, I’m coming!” 

One short, sharp whistle means 
that the hand brakes are needed 
to help the engineer stop. With 
modern airbrake equipment this 
signal has become practically ob- 
solete. ‘4 | 

A succession of short : 








tells pedestrian, wandering stock 
and other trespassers to get off 
the track. 

One long blast followed by three 
short ones, and the rear flagman 
walks back along the track to 
protect against a following train. 

Four or five blasts of medium 
duration ‘calls the flagman to the 
train. 

Four short whistles is the en- 
gineer’s way of asking for train 
order signal. ,

“Thank You’’ or “I Get You.” 

One whistle of medium dura- 
tion followed by two short blasts 
calls attention to signals display- 
ed for a following section.
